YULETIDE AGAIN. 


SHOULD FUTURE 

GENERATIONS PAY I 


'i ,,e Yuletide season is with us 
again. 

It is with us, but not of us, for 
much of the earth knows little of joy 
to-day. 

Upon many millions of people the 
sun shines as brightly as in the days 
of old. but its luster is dimmed by 
the shedded blood of suffering 
humanity. 

The benign smile of the Divine One 
is as tender and as loving as when 
the world was young, but the twen¬ 
tieth century finds too many of the 
human race bent upon pleasure, and 
profit, and revenge, and forgetful of 
the beauties of life as seen through 
eyes that are better and holier than 
ours. 

It is with this knowledge that the 
people of our little community ap¬ 
proach the Yuletide time, when all 
; hould be sunshine, and gladness, and 
joy. 

But if we may not sway the rest of 
the world, if our voice be not heard 
beyond the confines of our own fire¬ 
sides, yet we may look upward with 
a feeling of gladness and thankful¬ 
ness that the horrors that are en¬ 
gulfing the rest of the world have at 
least passed us by. 

We may be thankful that we have 
even an hour of peace and prosperity 
for our country, though no one knows 
when the withering hand of the blight 
of the century may be spread over 
our own fair laud. 

Let us be joyful to-day, but let us 
mingle that joy with compassion for 
the stricken ones of other lands, to 
whom the Yuletide season is but a 
mockery and an agonizing delusion. 


“NEITHER DO I CONDEMN THEE.” 


Never since Mother Eve is reported 
to have developed a taste for apples 
has there been any scarcity of \Veak 
women. And we might also add that 
never since that unfortunate period in 
human history has there been any 
scarcity of self-righteous men. 

Now the thought has always some¬ 
how haunted our brain that humanity 
!ns never quite gotten the straight 
of that episode. From our intimate 
knowledge of masculine human nature 
in general we are convinced that 
Father Adam was perfectly capable of 
the ungentlemanly action attributed 
to him. But from that knowledge we 
also believe he was capable of still 
greater iniquity—even tftat of caus¬ 
ing the woman to bear not only her 
own sin, but his sin as well. 

Now if Adam had been just the 
right sort of man how different his 
action would have been. We can im¬ 
agine him, had he had the proper 
regard for the woman whom his 
Maker had given to him, when he 
discovered the dire consequences of 
their action, saying to his Lord, “I 
ate the fruit, and also did cause the 
woman to eat.” 

But did he do this? Not on your 
life. That was his golden opportunity, 
but he let it pass. He did just as his 
sons have been doing ever since that 
fatal day—shifted the sin to the 
shoulders of the woman. 

And this brings us again to the 
statement that Adam must have been 
capable of even greater iniquity than 
was attributed to him—even that of 
instigating the disobedience and then 
lying out of it. We have nothing to 
back up our belief but the inherent 
treachery of the male creature in his 
dealings with the weaker sex. 

But now from out the world-old 
tragedy of the sexes shines a star of 
particular brightness. An unfaithful 
wife is the cause of a murder and a 
suicide. The betrayed husband, 
against his will, is finally convinced 


In all large public undertakings 
where permanent improvements were 
sought to be made it has become a 
custom to issue long-time bonds in 
order to secure the money with which 
to finance the work. 

Probably nine-tenths of the counties 
of nine-tenths of the states of the 
union are bonded to a greater or less 
extent, and scarcely a city or town 
cf any importance in the land but 
carries its bonded debt that has gone 
to pay for public utilities. 

But in many cases the advocates of 
the bond issue have had hard fights 
to carry their projects through. One 
of the most serious objections has 
always been from the man who 
“doesn’t believe in saddling a debt on 
future generations.” 

Now let us see about this. Sup¬ 
pose, for instance, our county has no 
railroad. For generations our an¬ 
cestors, and we ourselves, have 
laboriously hauled in our supplies 
and hauled out our products, realiz¬ 
ing when all expenses were met, but 
a meager pittance for our year’s work. 

But a railroad is projected and we 
ere told if we will bond our county 
for a few hundred thousand dollars, 
it will be put through. This we do. 
Now arises the objection that we have 
placed a heavy debt on posterity. 

Have we? 

Yes. But at the same time we have 
given posterity the means to pay that 
debt and then be infinitely better off 
than we and our fathers were. 

Compare for a moment the differ¬ 
ence in their condition and ours be¬ 
fore the road was built. The average 
county is about twenty-five miles 
wide. Suppose that represented the 
distance to the nearest shipping point. 
Do you see the enormous saving we 
have effected for posterity in bringing 
the road to their doors? 

Again, take the question of pikes. 
The same reasoning will Hold good 
there. Whereas we and our fathers 
toiled through mud and mire to drag 
fifteen or twenty bushels of grain to 
market, our sons can hitch up an ordi¬ 
nary team and take a load of two or 
three thousand pounds with ease and 
in much less time than we needed. 

And so on through the list of all 
permanent public improvements. 

But the work should be permanent, 
or at least as nearly permanent as 
our best judgment can make it. When 
we have builded to the best of our 
ability and have lain a groundwork 
on which our children can continue to 
build, we have not only benefited our¬ 
selves and not injured them, but we 
have benefited them, and made it pos¬ 
sible to attain to conditions that were 
entirely beyond our reach. 

A debt on posterity is just, provided 
it represents a tangible asset.

NEAR FIR MILLIONS TEXAS FINDS 
IN TWO DEALS ALCOHOLIC RIVER 


Big grazing ranches and cattle 
deals, all state of Nevada properties, 
have been closed or are being per¬ 
fected by prominent San Francisco, 
Reno and Chicago business men. 

In two of the known transactions 
over $3,000,000 is involved, and sheep 
and wool figure in the purchase 
prices in a most interesting manner. 
W. H. Moffat and H. E. Humphrey of 
the Union Land and Cattle Company 
of Reno and the H. Moffat Company, 
Balboa building, San Francisco, have 
bought the Big Smoke creek ranch, 
sixty miles north of Reno, for the 
reported figure of $2,800,000. 

It is said 50,000 sheep on the ranch 
went in the bargain at $7 on foot, 
and unborn lambs at $5. In arriving 
at the general price, another element 
was considered, namely, the price of 
30 cents a pound for unsheared wool. 
This will mean wool ready for the 
consumer at $1 and upward a pound. 

. Another large transaction is the 
purchase by the Western Meat Com¬ 
pany—which is Swift & Co. of Chi¬ 
cago—of the Nevada Meat Company’s 
plant in and around Reno for a re¬ 
ported sum of between $700,000 and 
$ 1 , 000 , 000 . 

U. M. Slater of Reno, the head of 
the Nevada concern, who is now at 
the Palace, is closing this deal with 
F. L. Washburn of this city, vice- 
president of the Western Meat Com¬ 
pany, and Swift & Co.’s chief repre¬ 
sentative on this coast. 

“A deal for Mr. Slater’s property is 
now pending,” frankly admitted Mr. 
Washburn to-day when asked about 
the matter. “We are not buying the 
Nevada meat company’s Oakland busi¬ 
ness, however. The deal merely re¬ 
lates to buying a lot of cattle.” 

At the H. Moffat Company’s office 
in the Balboa building it was ad¬ 
mitted that Big Smoke creek ranch 
and its stock has been bought by 
Messrs. Moffat and Humphrey. 

“Mr. Moffat has just gone back to 
Reno. You can telephone him for 
the facts,” was the information given 
out. 

The Western Meat Company and 
Miller & Lux, in central and northern 
California, and those two concerns 
and a Los Angeles branch of 
Schwarzschild & Sulzberger of Chi- • 
cago, in southern California, are the 
big wholesale butchering corporations 
in California. 

With its Nevada deal, the Western 
Meat Company is said to be strength¬ 
ening its business in Nevada and in 
the country between Sacramento and 
Reno.—San, Francisco Examiner.

, seei Qcd especially fond of drinking in 
, tlle creek after lunch and that the 
girls who drank there soon began to 
act queerly. 

She wrote to J. O. Bender, internal 
revenue agent for Texas, stationed at 
San Antonio. Mr. Bender sent C. A. 
Wood, general deputy collector, to 
Carthage. Mr. Wood solved the prob¬ 
lem. As he approached the creek he 
noted there was liquor in it, and he 
reasoned that if there was liquor in 
it came from above. Noting the way 
the current flowed, he proceeded up 
the creek, keeping a sharp lookout on 
j every side. He was accompanied by 
two other officers. 

Liquor for Wife’s Health. 

They had gone only a few miles 
when the discovered the still. The 
officers confiscated the still, which 
consisted of an iron pot, a brick fur¬ 
nace, a barrel for cap, a galvanized 
iron pipe running through water ob¬ 
tained from the creek, and various 
homestead parts. 

The farmer lived in a tent near a 
spring close to the still. He was 
feeding twenty-four hogs on the 
mash. 

He claimed when arrested that he 
was manufacturing only a small 
amount of liquor, and then for the 
benefit of his wife’s health. She 
must have been “powerful” sick, for 
the revenue officers proved to their 
satisfaction that fifty-two gallons of 
corn whisky had passed through the 
grapevine-like worm since January 
1st. About twenty gallons was on 
hand when the still was examined. 

The farmer pleaded guilty to con¬ 
ducting an illicit distillery in the 
district court of the United States for 
the eastern district of Texas and was 
sent to the penitentiary. 

Only two weeks later Collector 
Wood ran down a still fourteen miles 
northeast of Hughes Springs, Texas. 
This still was of copper. It had a 
capacity of fifty-five gallons. It also 
was conducted by a farmer. The 
farmer was arrested, escaped and 
was recaptured three days later by 
Collector Wood at a railroad station ; 
while buying a ticket out of the 
country. He was sentenced to the 1 
penitentiary. j

County’* Horticultural Inspector 
Newton A. Peck submitted his report 
showing he had inspected twenty-nine 
cases of bulbs, 1275 trees, shrubs and 
plants during the month of November, 
all of which had passed inspection. 

The report of J. R. Eubanks, super¬ 
intendent of the county farm and 
hospital, showed that he had taken 
care of sixty-three inmates. 

The board, on motion of Supervisor

Attorney R. F. McDonald ad¬ 
dressed the board in the interest of 
the proposed improvement district and 
answered the arguments given in the 
various protests. 

A. J. Wood and S. K. Fraser of Lo¬ 
mita Park also addressed the board 
in the matetr, the former in opposi¬ 
tion to the proposed improvement and 
the latter in favor of the same. 

A resolution ordering the formation 
of the above district was adopted, on 
motion of Supervisor Casey, seconded 
by Supervisor MacBain. 

Attorney Arcner Kincaid of Red¬ 
wood City addressed the board in be¬ 
half of R. C. Merrill, whose property 
on the San Gregorio creek, he stated, 
had been damaged last winter by the 
storm waters running on to his prop¬ 
erty from a culvert constructed by 
the county on the San Gregorio creek 
roa. Kincaid asked that some action 
be taken by the board to prevent a 
recurrence of the damage. 

Chairman Francis appointed a com¬ 
mittee, consisting of Supervisors 
Thompson and MacBain and Surveyor 
Neuman, to investigate conditions and 
report back to the board. 

M. Verengo, owner of the Colma 
hotel, burned down several months 
ago, addressed a communication to 
the board asking for a rebate on his 
liquor license. He was directed to 
file a claim for the proper amount 
with the county clerk. 

A communication addressed to 
Supervisor Casey from Mrs. Helen 
Fraser, a resident of Daly City, whose 
husband had been severely injured 
two years ago, as a result of which 
the family had now been placed in 
destitute circumstances,' was read, 
asking for relief. 

On motion of Supervisor Brown, 
seconded by Supervisor MacBain, 
Supervisor Casey was directed to take 
the necessary steps to relieve the 


needs of the family which, in addition 
to the father and the mother, con¬ 
sisted of five small children, one of 
whom is suffering with pneumonia. 

On motion of Supervisor Casey, 
seconded by Supervisor MacBain, the 
county surveyor was directed to make 
the necessary surveys for certain 
streets in the $75 Homestead of the 
first district. 

J. L. Ross, representative of the 
United States public health service, 
carrying on the squirrel extermina¬ 
tion work in this county, addressed 
the board on the matter of securing a 
monthly appropriation to help finance 
the campaign. He stated that the 
government and the state were now 
paying for the services of two men 
engaged in the work iq the county, 
and it was the desire to add two more 
men to the staff in order to carry on 
the work on a ffitger scale. 

On account of the approach of the 
winter months the board, after con¬ 
siderable discussion, decided to lay 
the matter over until the spring. 

The board adjourned at 12:30 p. m. 
to meet Friday, December 8th, at 10 
a. m. 


Special Meeting Friday. 

The supervisors held a special 
meeting yesterday to receive bids for 
a considerable amount of road work 
in the first township and the con¬ 
struction of two concrete culverts 
near the Belmont school and one con¬ 
crete culvert on the Alpine road. 

The supeciflcations of the county 
surveyor call for the improvement 
of the following roads in the first 
township: 

Market and San Bruno avenues, 
to the southerly line of Mount Olivet 
cemetery; F street, between San 
Bruno avenue and the state highway; 
Market street, between Mission road 
and Allemany street; Mateo avenue, 
between Market street and Vale; 
Allemany street, between Market 
street and San Pedro avenue; county 
road, called Sneath’s lane, from the 
state highway west for a distance of 
about 4000 feet, and from the end 
of the pavement below Holy Cross 
cemetery to the South San Francisco 
city line. 

The difference between $5 a day 
and 80 cents a day is what the 
county is saving on the cost of heat¬ 
ing the courthouse. With authority 
from the board of supervisors Archi¬ 
tect W. H. Toepke and Inspector 
Donald MacKenzie have just com¬ 
pleted installing a Ray oil burner in 
the basement of the courthouse, 
which will result in a material saving 
in the cost of fuel. The old furnace 
in the courthouse required about $5 
worth of coal a day, while the new 
oil burner is operated at a cost of 80 
cents, a saving of $4.20 each day that 
the apparatus is used. It is esti¬ 
mated that the new oil burner will 
pay for itself in one year. It not only 
heats the courthouse, but also pro¬ 
vides hot water.

MEETING TO DISCUSS 

NEW SKYLINE ROAD 


A meetng of the supervisors and 
surveyors of San Mateo, Santa Clara 
and Santa Cruz counties and the 
supervisors and the city engineer of 
San Francisco will be held in the 
courthouse in Redwood City this 
morning to discuss ways and means 
for building the “Skyline Boulevard,” 
the proposed new scenic highway 
along the summit of the mountain 
from San Francisco to Santa Cruz. 


NEW POLICY NEEDED 
IN GOVERNMENT 
RAILWAY CONTROL 

Helpfulness and Encouragement 
Urged by Alfred P. Thom. 


CREDIT MUST BE IMPROVED 


Increase of Transportation Facilities 
Necessary to Secure Relief From 
High Cost of Living May Thus Ba 
Provided For by the Railroads. 

Washington, Nov. 28.—A new policy 
of government railroad regulation, 
based on constructive principles of 
helpfulness and encouragement instead 
of upon principles of repression and 
punishment, was urged by Alfred P. 
Thom, counsel for the Railway Execu¬ 
tives* Advisory Committee, the first 
witness on behalf of the railroads be¬ 
fore the Newlands Joint Committee on 
Interstate Commerce, which has insti¬ 
tuted a general inquiry into the prob¬ 
lems of railroad regulation. 

"It Is proposed by the joint resolu¬ 
tion of Congress,’ said Mr. Thom, “to 
go into a comprehensive study of the 
whole subject of transportation, to 
make a new assessment, after 29 years 
of experiment, of Its history, Its pres¬ 
ent conditions and its future needs. 
The railroads accept the view that reg¬ 
ulation is a permanent and enduring 
part of government in America and 
that the first duty of the carriers is to 
the public. That duty is to afford 
reasonable facilities on reasonable 
terms and at reasonable rates, and this 
must be done before any private inter¬ 
ests can be considered.” 

Certainty, Safety and Sufficiency. 
Mr. Thom contended that the real in¬ 
terest of the public is in being assured 
of certainty, safety and sufficiency of 
transportation facilities, rather than in 
rates. The first consideration of the 
public is to obtain transportation facili¬ 
ties. What the cost is, is in reality a 
second consideration, he said. 

Mr. Thom proposed an increase of 
transportation facilities as a method 
of securing relief from the high cost 
of living. “There have been less than 
1,000 miles of new railroad construct¬ 
ed In the United States during the past 
year,” he said, “less than in any year 
since 1848, except the period of the 
Civil War, and yet the cost of living is 
dally advancing owing to a shortage of 
supplies which might be remedied by 
securing access to new areas of pro¬ 
duction. 

Credit Must Be Improved. 

“This leads to the consideration as to 
whether railroad credit Is as good as 
the public Interest requires. It is im¬ 
possible for railroads to earn- enough 
to supply the necessary new facilities 
from current revenue. They must be 
provided from credit. Investors can¬ 
not be coerced, but must be attracted." 

Among the conditions affecting rail¬ 
road credit which deter investors he 
mentioned the following: 

“First, Railroad revenues are not 
controlled by investors, but are fixed 
and limited by governmental authority 
and not by oik* but by several govern¬ 
mental authorities, which do not recog¬ 
nize responsibility for assured results 
.o Investors and are uncoordinated. 

“Second, Railroads cannot control 
and the government cannot and does 
not limit the expense account. 

“Third, The present system of regu¬ 
lation is based on a policy of regulatio i 
and correction and not on a policy of 
helpfulness and encouragement. 

"Fourth, The outstanding obligations 
of the railroads have already exceeded 
the financial rule of safety and'involve 
a disproportionate amount of obliga¬ 
tions bearing fixed charges. 

“Fifth, The investor must accept a 
subordinate obligation or security with 
no assurance of a surplus of earnings 
to support it. 

“Sixth, Other competitive lines of in¬ 
vestment present superior attractions. 

“Seventh, The railroad business is 
largely controlled by political instead 
of business considerations. 

Look Forward, Not Baok. 

“We may debate about what has 
caused the present conditions,” said 
Mr. Thom, “but we cannot debate about 
what the people need. The President 
has taken the view that we must look 
forward in this matter and ‘make a 
fresh assessment of circumstances’ in 
order to deal helpfully and intelligent¬ 
ly with the problem. Abuses are 
no more prevalent in the railroad busi¬ 
ness today than In any other business 
humanely conducted. The great ques¬ 
tion now is whether the existing sys¬ 
tem of regulation gives the public re¬ 
liable assurance of sufficient present 
and future railroad facilities. 

“Those who onno«» «n» ——* 


make their appeal on the ground that 
the present systems assure the public 
of the continued adequacy of trans¬ 
portation facilities. If they do not, no 
argument based on the desirability of 
the present dual system of regulation 
will be accepted by public judgment 
The question of ‘states’ rights’ is not 
involved. If the regulation of transpor¬ 
tation facilities privately owned should 
fail government ownership must fol¬ 
low, and then all power of the states 
over the railroads would disappear. 

“Let us debate this question, then, 
not upon any mere theory or jealousy 
as to the distribution of governmental 
power, but upon the large issue of 
what the public interest requires In 
respect of the assurance of adequate 
transportation service.”

She was Just eighteen when we first 
met her and so neat and attractive 
that one would think she belonged to 
the well-to-do class of working people, 
but when we followed her to her home 
one day we confronted startling facts. 

“The red In her cheeks was the flush 
of unnatural Inward fever, the high 
spirits were a pitiful antidote to piti¬ 
less conditions, and the big brown 
eyes saw only squalor when they were 
not fixed upon a typewriting machine 
or closed persistently to any view hn< 
an Imaginary bright one. 

“The room we entered was a gen 
eral living space, used also as an eat 
ing, cooking and sleeping apartment 
There was but one bed, and Betty 
had to sleep in it with her mother, 
who was too weak to sit up. An open 
cuspidor sat where It would be con¬ 
veniently near the bed, which placed 
it by the stove, where their food wfs 
cooked. The mother, who was suffer¬ 
ing In an advanced stage of tuber¬ 
culosis, did not like cold air, and her 
querulous demands caused Betty to 
keep the door and windows closed. 

“ ‘Well,’ said cheerful Betty, with a 
laugh, ‘that isn’t so bad as not hav¬ 
ing any windows or doors to close, is 
It? Things might be worse.’ 

“ ‘Infinitely worse,’ said I. ‘You 
might even take a notion to stuff the 
windows and doors with rags to cut 
out what oxygen comes In through the 
cracks.’

HOW RED CROSS SEAL 

IDEA CAME INTO BEING 


Originating In Norway, Method Waa 

Taken Up Hare Nina Yaara Ago. 

Over $3,250,000 has been raised by 
Red Cross Christmas Seals in tbe last 
eight years, and yet many people who 
will buy these holiday stickers at this 
ninth annual sale do not know how 
this Idea originated. 

While Red Cross Seals really date 
back to the Civil War when “Charity 
Stamps" were first used, the first cam¬ 
paign to sell holiday stickers for the 
tuberculosis fight was only nine years 
ago In Delaware. Miss Emily P. Bls- 
sell of Wilmington read an article by 
Jacob Rlis describing stamps used for 
tuberculosis work In Norway, and she 
conceived the idea of a similar plan 
here. Single handed, she launched a 
sale which resulted in $3,000 clear 
money. When Miss BIssell tried to 
convince the American Red Cross that 
this idea should bp made national as a 
peace activity of that society, she met 
with opposition, but finally persuaded 
the authorities, with the result that on 
an investment of a few hundred dol¬ 
lars $135,000 worth of Seals was sold 
in 1908 and the great national cam¬ 
paign was launched. Since then the 
sale has gone forward by leaps and 
bounds, until now the Red Cross Seal 
Is an institution In the United States, 
and offers to every one a chance to 
help in the people’s fight against the 
people’s disease. Last year over 76,- 
000,000 Seals were sold, and this year 
the American Red Cross and The Na¬ 
tional Association for the Study and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis, who con¬ 
duct the sale, are out for a 100,000,000 
sale or $1,000,000 for the Tuberculosis 
War. 

The policy on which the sale Is con¬ 
ducted Is that the money, except for 
the deduction of legitimate expenses, 
■hall remain In the community where 
the Seal 8 are sold.
